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REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children, 
would  respectfully  introduce  their  First  Annual  Report  to  the 
citizens  of  Philadelphia,  by  a statement  of  the  following  Princi- 
ples : — 

The  words  of  the  great  and  good  founder  of  our  city,  are  still 
as  true  as  ever,  that  vice  is  the  disease  of  which  Nations  die. 

There  is  a most  obvious  and  intimate  connection  between  vice 
and  pauperism. 

Nowhere  does  vice  appear  more  truly  offensive  and  alarm- 
ing, than  when  it  takes  possession  of  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
children.  t 

There  is  a vast  amount  of  Juvenile  destitution,  ignorance,  va- 
grancy, and  crime  in  this  city,  for  which  there  is  as  yet  no  ade- 
quate remedy. 

A system  of  remedy , cannot  too  soon  be  replaced  by  one  of 
Prevention.  To  remove  temptations  from  the  beginning  of  the 
path  of  life,  is  far  wiser  than  to  erect  penitentiaries  and  scaffolds 
at  the  end  of  it. 

God  has  given  the  earth  to  the  children  of  men  for  the  support 
of  all,  and  the  inequalities  of  nature  should  be  rectified  by  re- 
ligion and  humanity.  No  one  should  be  allowed  to  want,  when 
others  have  more  than  enough. 

The  claims  of  friendless  children  upon  the  community,  for  their 
protection  from  vice  and  pauperism,  cannot  be  neglected,  without 
the  most  fatal  consequences,  both  to  the  children  and  to  the  com- 
munity itself. 


DESIGN. 

Such  being  the  principles  of  this  Institution,  our  great  and 
leading  design , is  to  carry  them  out  to  the  full  extent  that  may 
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be  practicable ; so  far  as  we  can  do  so,  to  remove  pauperism, 
diminish  vice,  prevent  crime,  and  promote  virtue.  Knowing 
that  “ the  child  is  father  of  the  man,”  and  foreseeing  Avhat  the 
children  will  certainly  become,  if  left  to  themselves,  or  to  the  cor- 
rupt example  and  training  of  inebriate,  convict,  and  depraved 
parents,  our  endeavor  is  to  give  to  these  helpless  little  ones,  and 
worse  than  orphans,  those  who  will  truly  act  the  part  of  parents 
toward  them ; furnish  them  with  food  and  clothing,  that  they 
would  otherwise  be  obliged  to  beg  or  steal : impart  to  them 
mental  and  moral  education,  and  so  develop  in  them  powers  of 
which  previously  they  were  unconscious;  or,  to  sum  up  the 
nature  and  spirit  of  our  design  in  a single  word,  to  provide  for 
these  children  a suitable  Home. 

POSITION. 

W e believe  there  is  room  for  our  enterprise ; and  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  all  that  has  been  done  already,  by  the  Sabbath  Schools, 
and  Public  Schools,  and  Evening  Schools,  and  Charity  Schools 
of  various  kinds;  by  the  Orphan  Asylum,  the  Foster  Home,  the 
Asylums  for  the  Blind,  and  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Girard 
College  for  Orphans ; by  the  Houses  of  Kefuge,  which  have  given 
such  unwearied  attention  to  the  cause  of  juvenile  reform — there 
is  still  a vacant  niche  left  for  us  in  the  great  temple  of  humanity ; 
there  is  a name  and  a place  for  our  Home , among  the  noblest 
charities  of  our  city.  The  field  that  we  wish  to  occupy,  and 
which  we  think  has  not  yet  been  fully  reached,  is  midway  be- 
tween the  Schools  and  Asjdums  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Alms- 
house and  House  of  Refuge  on  the  other.  Whether  the  parents 
of  a child  are  living  or  dead,  whether  he  is  a half-orphan  or  a whole 
one,  it  is  enough  for  us  to  know  that  he  is  A child,  and  friend- 
less child,  and  at  once  he  is  kindly  cared  for.  He  has  a home 
with  us  until  we  can  find  another  for  him,  and,  at  a suitable  age, 
place  him  with  a respectable  family,  to  learn  some  useful  trade 
or  occupation.  He  is  friendless  no  more. 

ORIGIN. 

The  “Home  for  the  Friendless”  is  not  by  any  means  to  be -re- 
garded as  an  experiment.  It  is  rather  the  result  of  careful  and 
prolonged  observation.  The  argument  with  those  ladies  who 
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originally  projected  it  was  a very  plain  and  conclusive  one.  "We 
have  seen  such  an  Institution  in  successful  operation  in  a neigh- 
boring city.  We  have  had  an  equally  satisfactory  experience 
of  a similar  institution  in  our  own.  The  salutary  changes 
wrought  through  its  instrumentality  on  the  children  of  the  dis- 
trict, are  facts  that  admit  of  no  denial.  It  is  an  institution  that 
meets  with  the  most  ready  and  extensive  favor  among  the  people. 
Why  not  then  extend  its  benefits  ? 

ORGANIZATION. 

A meeting  was  accordingly  called,  Thursday,  April  28,  1858, 
which  was  responded  to  by  a number  of  ladies,  who  entered  into 
the  following  terms  of  Association  : — 

“We,  the  undersigned,  being  deeply  sensible  of  the  responsi- 
bility that  rests  upon  us,  as  Christian  women,  to  do  all  in  our 
power  to  alleviate  the  ills  and  misfortunes  of  our  common  hu- 
manity; and  believing  that,  under  Providence,  we  can  most 
wisely  and  effectively  discharge  our  duty  in  this  respect,  by 
taking  the  young  from  the  haunts  and  resorts  of  vice,  penury,  and 
idleness;  and  under  the  shelter  of  Christian  culture  and  training, 
and  the  influence  of  a kind  and  parental  superintendence,  bring- 
ing them  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,  until 
they  are  prepared  for  the  situations  allotted  to  them — do  hereby 
associate  ourselves  together  as  a society,  to  be  called  the  1 Home 
for  Friendless  Children,’  to  be  located  in  the  North  Western  dis- 
trict : the  objects  of  which,  shall  be  to  afford  a home,  food,  cloth- 
ing, and  schooling,  for  such  destitute  and  friendless  children  as 
may  legally  be  committed  to  our  care  and  guardianship.” 

At  a subsequent  meeting,  a constitution  was  adopted,  appro- 
priate officers  chosen,  and  the  Society  proceeded  to  take  vigorous 
measures  to  raise  funds,  to  provide  a house  of  reception,  and  to 
look  forward  to  the  earliest  possible  period  when  they  should 
erect  a house  of  their  own. 


FUNDS. 

The  first  effort  of  the  Society  to  introduce  their  cause  to  the 
notice  and  substantial  sympathy  of  the  public,  was  by  means  of  a 
Floral  Fair.  This  was  opened  in  the  Chinese  Museum,  on  the 
29th  of  May,  and  continued  with  unabated  interest  during  four 
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successive  days.  The  pleasant  weather,  the  crowded  attendance, 
the  liberal  contributions  of  flowers,  the  valuable  courtesies  of  the 
press  and  pulpit,  the  ready  and  almost  intuitive  perception  on  the 
part  of  the  community  generally,  of  the  excellence  and  desir- 
ableness of  our  enterprise,  assured  us,  as  nothing  else  could  do, 
that  it  found  favor  alike  in  the  eyes  of  God  and  man.  Exceed- 
ingly gratifying  as  was  the  result  of  this  Fair  in  a pecuniary  point 
of  view,  and  far  surpassing  our  most  sanguine  expectations,  yet 
as  the  means  of  giving  to  our  cause  just  the  introduction  we 
desired,  and  as  the  pleasant  occasion  of  raising  up  friends,  who 
have  been  friends  indeed,  we  cannot  recall  the  success  of  our 
labors  in  this  respect,  without  the  most  sincere  and  unaffected 
gratitude.  The  net  proceeds  of  sales  amounted  to  the  very  hand- 
some sum  of  $4094  56,  and  may  well  be  regarded  in  the  history 
of  our  enterprise  as  the  laying  of  its  corner-stone. 

The  fountain  of  cordial  and  efficient  sympathy  thus  opened, 
has  continued  to  flow  throughout  the  year,  and  various  members 
of  the  board  have  been  assiduously  engaged  in  obtaining  other 
donations — all  of  which  will  be  acknowledged  in  their  proper 
place. 


HOUSE  OF  RECEPTION. 

The  very  first  funds  that  were  put  into  their  hands,  the  mana- 
gers lost  no  time  in  applying  to  the  relief  of  those  for  whom  they 
were  designed.  The  building  in  Buttonwood  St.  below  Broad, 
erected  by  the  Spring  Garden  Soup  Society,  having  been  rented 
on  favorable  terms,  two  of  our  managers  kindly  consented  to  open 
the  house  and  take  a general  charge  of  it,  until  the  completion  of 
other  and  more  definite  arrangements.  On  the  16th  of  July,  Mrs. 
Daniel  Mallory  entered  on  her  duties  as  Matron,  and  on  the 
3d  of  August,  the  first  child  was  received.  On  the  20th  of  Sep- 
tember, eight  children  were  reported,  and  on  the  next  day  public 
notice  was  given  through  various  newspapers,  that  the  Home  was 
ready  to  receive  other  children.  One  of  the  rooms  having  been 
fitted  up  as  a school-room,  the  children  were  found,  for  the  most 
part,  never  to  have  received  any  instruction  whatever.  Of  the 
twenty-seven  who  had  entered  the  school  up  to  the  20th  of  March, 
only  five  of  them  had  previously  learried  to  read. 

Besides  the  day  school,  there  is  also  a Sabbath  School,  in  which 
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both  teachers  and  scholars  seem  greatly  interested,  and  from  this 
branch  of  instruction  the  managers  anticipate  the  happiest  results. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Home,  on  the  3d  of  August,  to  the  1st 
of  May,  the  whole  number  of  children  received  was  forty-seven. 
Of  these,  ten  were  provided  with  places  in  good  families,  eight 
returned  to  their  friends  or  were  otherwise  disposed  of,  and 
twenty-nine  still  remain  in  the  house.  No  child  has  been  refused 
by  the  committee,  except  for  the  most  imperative  reasons.  The 
health  of  the  children,  with  a single  exception,  has  been  excellent, 
and  the  managers  are  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Wilson  Jewell  for 
his  many  and  valuable  services. 

PERSONAL  HISTORY  OF  THE  CHILDREN. 

Of  the  many  interesting  cases  to  which  we  might  allude  under 
this  head,  did  time  permit,  we  select  but  these : — 

1.  W.  Z.,  brought  by  his  grandmother.  She  is  a cripple,  and 
very  poor,  receiving  twelve  and  a half  cents  a day  from  the  House 
of  Industry  for  her  own  support ; and  yet,  notwithstanding  her 
age,  and  helplessness,  and  penury,  in  the  absence  of  a father,  and 
in  consequence  of  the  negligence  of  the  mother,  the  additional 
burden  of  this  child  had  been  thrown  upon  her. 

2.  M.  A.,  a little  girl  aged  about  ten  years,  came  voluntarily 
to  the  Home.  She  says  she  slept  in  the  Spring  Garden  market- 
house.  Her  father  is  dissipated,  and  takes  no  care  of  her ; her 
mother  is  dead.  She  was  sent  into  the  country. 

3.  A.  S.,  aged  eleven  years,  and  S.  S.,  aged  six  years,  were 
brought  to  the  Institution  by  their  blind  aunt.  These  children 
were  under  the  protection  of  their  uncle,  Mr.  Ehrhart,  who  was 
so  unfeelingly  ejected  from  his  house,  in  Bedford  St.,  by  a police 
officer,  and  thrust  into  Moyamensing  Prison,  where  he  committed 
suicide  by  hanging  himself.  The  parents  of  these  poor  children 
were  both  lost  in  the  wreck  of  the  San  Francisco.  Their  situa- 
tion was  truly  deplorable — without  father  or  mother — the  uncle 
committing  suicide,  and  the  aunt  aged,  poor,  and  blind;  “chil- 
dren of  misery,  baptized  in  tears.”  Most  gladly  did  we  receive 
them  to  our  Home. 
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PERMANENT  ENDOWMENT. 

Unless  when  called  into  existence  by  a grant  of  money  for  this 
specific  purpose,  the  history  of  kindred  institutions  in  reaching 
a permanent  basis,  has  usually  been  a long  and  trying  one.  But 
in  the  particular  instance  of  the  Northern  Home,  this  history 
seems  to  find  a very  remarkable  exception.  This  Society  for 
Friendless  Children  does  not  seem  at  any  time  to  have  been  itself 
a child.  The  home  that  it  has  found  in  the  bosoms  of  the  people 
has  rendered  delay  unnecessary,  and  it  is  with  no  little  pleasure 
that,  in  the  very  same  report  that  announces  the  existence  of  the 
institution,  the  managers  are  also  able  to  report  that  several  most 
important  steps  have  already  been  taken  to  secure  its  perma- 
nency. 

On  the  26th  of  January  last,  the  Legislature  of  our  State  passed 
an  act  incorporating  “The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,” 
so  that  we  now  have  a charter.  By  this  act,  the  affairs  of  the 
Institution  are  entrusted  to  the  management  of  twenty-four  ladies 
as  a board  of  managers;  and  to  a board  of  trustees,  consisting  of 
sixteen  gentlemen.  By  the  4th  section,  the  trustees  and  mana- 
gers are  authorized  to  receive  such  white  children  under  twelve 
years,  as  may  be  surrendered  to  them  by  their  parents  or  guard- 
ians ; and  are  also  bound  to  receive  all  such  children  as  may  be 
committed  to  them  by  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia,  and  by  the  Judges 
of  the  several  courts  for  the  County  of  Philadelphia.  This  last  pro- 
vision affords  us  unmistakable  evidence  as  to  what  the  Legislature 
think  of  the  importance  and  necessity  for  such  an  institution,  and 
gives  us  such  a claim  on  the  sympathy  and  benevolence  of  the 
public,  that  we  cannot  do  otherwise  than  press  it  to  the  utmost. 
The  case  is  a clear  one,  that  if  these  children  are  to  be  committed 
to  our  care,  we  must  have  the  means  for  their  support. 

ERECTION  OF  AN  EDIFICE. 

Another  step  towards  permanence  has  been  the  securing  of  a 
lot  of  ground.  This  lot  is  very  advantageously  situated  on  the 
north  side  of  Brown  St.  extending  from  Nixon  to  Reservoir  St.  It 
is  100  feet  front  by  150  feet  deep. 

On  this  lot  an  edifice  is  to  be  erected,  the  cellar  of  which  is 
now  in  progress.  The  building  will  be  fifty  feet  front  by  75 
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deep,  four  stories  high,  and  when  finished  will  accommodate  200 
children. 

For  our  own  sake,  and  the  sake  of  many  others,  would  that 
our  Keport,  so  full  of  gladness,  should  have  in  it  nothing  of  sor- 
row! At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  numbered  among  our 
most  efficient  trustees  Col.  Thomas  Kobinson.  IIow  great  would 
have  been  his  pleasure  to  have  been  with  us  this  evening,  but 
alas ! he  was  only  to  see  the  commencement  of  our  enterprise,  not 
its  completion. 

Knovving  that  the  same  may  be  true  of  other  friends  of  the 
“ Home,”  what  our  hands  find  to  do,  let  us  do  with  all  our  might. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  most  earnestly  invite  their 
friends  and  patrons  to  visit  the  “ Home,”  and  see  for  themselves 
the  little  friendless  ones  who  are  there  so  kindly  provided  for  by 
a generous  public. 

No  man,  and  especially  no  woman,  can  afford  to  dispense  entirely 
with  personal  service  to  the  unfortunate.  The  moral  education  in- 
volved in  Christian  charity  is  not  gained  by  a mere  donation  of 
money,  no  matter  how  generous,  or  how  often  repeated.  Our 
hearts  need  the  discipline  of  sympathy  loith  the  poor  and  afflicted , 
just  as  much  as  their  hearts  do,  and  they  only  taste  the  true  luxury 
of  doing  good,  who  do  it  in  this  manner ! 

With  many  thanks  to  the  patrons  who  have  thus  far  sustained 
us  in  our  enterprise,  we  once  more  commit  it  to  the  God  of  the 
Fatherless — hoping  that  the  coming  year  will  not  merely  be  as 
this  year,  but  much  more  abundant. 

“Will  not  ye  whose  hands  bestow 
Liberal  alms  on  want  and  woe, 

O’er  these  lambs  a shelter  spread? 

When  they  hunger,  give  them  bread? 

So  upon  your  cherished  flock, 

Birdlings  of  your  peaceful  nest, 

Babes  that  in  your  cradle  rock 
May  a richer  blessing  rest, 

And  the  heavenly  gifts  you  lend, 

On  your  own  loved  race  descend.”

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


Whereas,  a number  of  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  have 
formed  an  association  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of 
educating  and  providing  for  friendless  and  destitute  children : 

And  whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth 
are  willing  to  encourage  such  purposes  : Therefore, 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Ilouse  of  Represent- 
atives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assem- 
bly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Thomas  Earp,  Thomas  S.  Mitchell,  William  E.  Stockton, 
John  W.  Claghorn,  Isaac  Collins,  John  M.  Ogden,  James  J.  Bar- 
clay, J.  Fisher  Learning,  Thomas  Robinson,  William  S.  Perot, 
Isaac  F.  Baker,  Henry  Perkins,  Joseph  Jeanes,  II.  AY.  Safford,  A. 
Y.  Murphey,  Charles  Keen,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  incorporated  and  made  a body  politic  in  law,  by  the  name, 
style,  and  title  of  The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children; 
and  by  that  name,  style,  and  title,  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  power  to  have  a common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at 
pleasure ; to  make  contracts  relative  to  the  institution ; to  sue, 
and  be  sued ; to  plead,  and  be  impleaded ; and  by  that  name, 
style,  and  title  be  capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  taking  and  con- 
veying any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corpo- 
ration: Provided , The  annual  income  of  said  estate  shall  not  exceed 
ten  thousand  dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  anjr  other  purposes  than 
those  for  which  this  association  is  formed  ; to  fix  the  quorum  of 
the  board  of  managers,  and  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  appoint 
such  officers  as  may  be  requisite  to  establish  such  other  by-laws, 
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rules,  and  regulations,  as  the  said  corporation  shall  judge  neces- 
sary or  expedient  for  the  due  management  of  the  concerns  of  the 
said  corporation : Provided , That  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  2.  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  May,  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  or  upwards, 
shall  be  a member  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for  Friendless 
Children  while  such  person  so  contributes  ; and  every  person 
who  shall  pay  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a member  for 
life. 

Sect.  3.  The  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Northern  Home 
for  Friendless  Children  shall  be  conducted  by  a board  of  mana- 
gers, consisting  of  twenty-four  ladies,  and  a board  of  trustees, 
consisting;  of  sixteen  nentlemen.  And  the  members  of  the  said 
corporation  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at 
such  hour  and  place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and 
elect  a board  of  twenty-four  managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to  serve  for  two  years,  six  to 
serve  for  three  years,  and  six  to  serve  for  four  years  ; and  also  a 
board  of  sixteen  trustees,  four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for 
one  year,  four  for  two  years,  four  for  three  years,  and  four  for  four 
years.  And  the  members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  annually, 
thereafter,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  at  such  hour  and  place 
as  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  elect  six  managers 
and  four  trustees,  to  serve  for  four  years,  and  shall  then  and 
there  also  elect  a manager  or  managers,  trustee  or  trustees, 
to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  be  occasioned  by  the 
death,  resignation,  or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any 
manager  or  trustee.  Provided , That  the  managers  and  trustees, 
chosen  in  May  last,  shall  continue  to  act  until  others  shall  be 
elected.  And  provided  further , That  in  case  an  election  shall  not 
be  held  at  the  time  provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at 
least  ten  days’  notice  that  another  election  will  be  held,  which 
said  election  shall  be  held  within  one  month  after  the  said  second 
Tuesday  in  May.  And  provided. I,  That  notice  of  any  election  shall 
be  given  at  least  twice  a week,  for  two  weeks,  in  two  of  the  daily 
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newspapers  of  tlie  City  of  Philadelphia,  prior  to  the  time  of  hold- 
ing said  election. 

Sect.  4.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers 
and  trustees,  in  their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship 
all  children  who  may  be  placed  under  their  care  and  manage- 
ment, in  either  of  the  following  modes : — 

Firstly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  be 
voluntarily  surrendered  by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or 
absence,  by  their  mother,  or  by  their  guardian,  to  the  care  of  the 
said  managers  and  trustees. 

Secondly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may 
be  committed  to  the  care  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  by 
any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  or  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia, 
or  by  the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor  of 
the  Northern  Liberties,  on  account  of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure, 
neglect,  or  abandonment  of  said  children  by  their  parents  or  pa- 
rent, guardians,  or  other  persons  having  custody  of  said  children: 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  or  mayor  so  committing  any 
child  to  the  care  of  the  said  managers  or  trustees,  to  annex  to  the 
said  commitment  an  abstract  of  the  evidence  taken  by  him,  and 
on  which  his  adjudication  was  founded,  which  said  evidence  shall 
be  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  taken  in  the  presence  of  said 
child. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have  the 
guardianship  of  the  said  children  so  placed  under  their  care  and 
management  during  their  minority;  shall  cause  them  to  be  edu- 
cated and  instructed  in  a proper  manner,  and  may,  when,  in  their 
discretion,  it  shall  appear  proper,  bind  the  said  children,  with 
their  consent,  as  apprentices,  during  their  minority,  to  such  per- 
sons, and  at  such  places,  and  to  learn  such  trades  and  employ- 
ments as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees,  will 
be  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  said  children. 
Provided , the  charge  and  power  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees, 
over  and  upon  the  said  children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  females, 
extend  beyond  the  age  of  eighteen  years  or  the  said  managers 
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and  trustees  may,  in  their  discretion,  return  the  said  children  to 
their  parents,  or  surviving  parent  or  guardians.
